WR gic, are nothing elſe bur Gods charge by 
2 his Prophet, to them who were to give a 
charge to' others ; and his holy dire&ion to them, who 
under him were appointed to give both Correftion and 
Dire&ion unto others. 

In the words be pleaſed , I beſcech you to obſerve 
with me theſe three Generall Heads. 

Firſt , youare given to confider of the Perſons dirc- 
Red: Set downe by their Title, They are called Tudges, 

Secondly, you are to take notice of their appellative 
Reſtriction, or reſtrictive Appellation; which,you may 
be pleaſedro cal} their Circunt, or place for the execu- 
tion of their Authority.

The Point then upon which we arc firſt to enter,and 

by Gods affiſtance and your gentle patience to-handle , 
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= bo perſonsdireRted, here in the Texr,called 
Indees. The Prophet Devid,having in ſome foregoing 
verles, ſpoken of the pawer and Majeſty of the Son of 
God , & declared how able he'is ro rake yengeance on 
all thoſe who ſhould dare to oppoſe him in his Sove- 
raigntic; Now fearing that he froutd chiefly mcet with 
reluRance in Kings & Iudges,as it becauſe they being 
Higher Powers, ſhould chicfly preſume to oppoſe the 
Higheſt of Powers : Or otherwiſe , welt knowing of 
what force the {ilent Rhetorick of the Paternes of great 
Perſonages is, cicher in perſwa ng to good, or in dif. 
{wading from cvill, he principally reds his ſpeechto 
them, willing then to learne, and leagning to know, 
and knowing, to acknowledge the Supremacie of the 
Son of and Ts ſerve the Lord in feare as it follows 
inthe beginning of the next verſe, whereupon in the 
Concluſion wee muſt alfo rouch, 

I hope and preſume, that I am not in the mid of a 
Maſterlefſe and lawlefle Anabaptiſticall Auditory ;, a 
ScR, that with might aad maine ſtrivesto ſtrike off the 
hcad of Government, and would frame the body of 
Men, like the body of Polyphemus,without an cyc, or 
make it like the confuſed Chaes of old, that it be, "Rudi 
indigeſiag, moles, So that I ſhould need to ſtand much to 
prove the lawtulacs of Kings and Indges, and how that 
there ought to be a Superiority amongſt the Sons of 
Men. IfT ſhould go no further than the words here of 
thePropher,we find God no way condemning them for 
being Kings and TIudges, neirher doth hee wiſh and will 
them to leavetheſe the places of their Dignity, but on. 
ly ſecks to put themin mind of their Duty : Be w/e now 
thergfore Q yes Kings,c4c, How Lawtull and Laudable 
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it is thatthere ſhould be Kings and Iudges, Counlellors 
and Magiſtrates; yea,and how neceſlarily it ſtands with 
the good of the Common-wealth, Scripture contel. 
ſeth, and Experience confirmeth. 

Whilſt wee {ee God inthe very firſt Creation of the 
World, obſerving order, and eſtabliſhing a Superiority | 
amongſt his Creatures, willing The greater Light to rule Gen. 1. 16 | 
ay, and the leſſerro governe the Night. And when 
es tothe Creation of Man, whom you may be 
it were, to call the Maſter-piece of that his 
Divine Work-manſhip , Giving him command over the <0. 1. 28 
Birds of the ayre, the Beaſts of the field, and Fiſhes of the 
Secs. Whilſt weſcee Nocb,a Commander in the Arke; 4.

eurall, there wee ſee all the 'members ot the body to 
be guided by the governance ofthe head : If toa body 
Occonomicall , the Apoſtle ſhewerh us, and obſerya- 
tion may teach us, that as there be veſlels of gold, and 
veſſels of filver, fo alſo, veſſels of inferiour met.

Sinne we know is ready by 
every ſmall approbationto take hearr,bur if authoriry 
once ſeeme to countenance it, and will not puniſh ir 
through fooliſh pitty,it will ſoone learne to grow impu- 
dent. As tiercforc you render Gods glory, your fideli- 
ty to your Soveraigne, the Countries peace, and your 
owne Comfort, ſufter not,I beſcech you,the great and 
outragious ſinnes of thefe Northerne parts to paſſe 
with a bare giving of them in Charge, or to eſcape 
with a Slender reproofe. Thus to doe,is onely to ſhave 
that head, which deſerves by Iuſtice to be cut off; this 
is like to a weake dofis that moves, but removes nor the 
corrupt humours inthe ſtomacke, iris abreach of Tu. 
ſtice not to proportionate the puniſhment according to 
the Sinne. 

Againe give me leave yet once more totouch ypon 
your title : Such as are Iudges have there name trom 
there office nomen ab off 1550 comvenienter habent : ludg- 
ges they arc {o called, for that it isthere office to judge; 
now, who knowes not that Tudging doth imply adeli- 
berate attion *-So that it will be required thatto right 
Iudging there goe along ſerious conſideration, and 
marure deliberation, that ing bedpne zaſhly, no- 
thing be effec unadviledly.. As youarc Gods 
ludges, it may Fell become youto leatne this manner 
and Method of proceeding even from God himſclfe, 
who in the Sentencing of fiancrs went no way pre- 
cipitately. to worke : when our firſt Parcnts. bad 
ſinned, GO D firſt enters into PEE with them, erc 
that he give them their deſerved Doome; (o likewile 
hce cxamines and queſtions Cain betore hee doth 
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ſentence him, and when the Sinmes of Soda cryed 
loud for vengeance, 7 will goe dewre, ſanth God, and ſee 
whether or no , they have done altogether according to 
their Cry : What God pradtiſeth thus in himſclte, he 
gives in precepts to his Deputies, Tov ſhall not reſpet? 
perſons in Indgenwent, batye ſhall heare both ſmall and 
Great : So when Tehoſophar comes to givedireftionto 
his Iadges, he wils them ageine and againetotake herd 
what they did : the Poetcould fay thus much :
